TRADITIONS OF LAW. 
To the Editor cf ihe “ Cura Mai,” 


August 31st. 
81n,—It is really sad to see that Judges 
here are not content with laying down du- 
bious and outrageously false principles of 
law verbally in Court or in Chambers, but 
go further and let them also be chronicled 
in the pages of the Government Gazette, 

In the correspondence which bas been laid 
before the Legislative Council appears one 
document signed by two of our Judges. In 
point of law, language, and composition 
that document is a curiosity. 

The two Judges inform the Governor that 
in our Courta tho Bench is supposed to 
enunciate pure legal principles and apho-~ 
risms merely and fo trust to the Registrar 
for information on what are technical 
called points of practice, In support of this 
assertion they discntomb a musty decision 
pronounced by Lord Mansfield some hundred 
years ago to the effect that as tho practice 
of a court rests upon traditions peculiar to 
the court, it ought therefore to be more 
familiar to the Registrar than to the Judge, 
ond that it isthe Registrar who should be 
prepared to suocour the Judgo in the hour of 
need when the latter is called upon to deter- 
wine those points he is mot expected to 
know. 

Such an assertion is in the presont day 
erroncous and cannot have the more weight 
because it ig made under ouver of a dictum 
of a celebrated Judge, for however trae that 
dictum may have been in Lord Mavefleld’s 
days, conditions are now entircly altered, 
and it is no longer applicable. 

In those days the practice of the Courts 
did depend to a great oxtent upon tradition ; 
but siuce then that traditiouary practice has 
been embodied in various standard treatises 
of which every English lewyer is supposcd to 
know at least the names and the ‘nature, 
and Judges and Registrara the contents,

Moreover, the true 
theory now-a-days and the custom (at home) 
is, that the Judge regulates the practice 
of his Court, and the ‘Registrar looks up 
to him for direction in the matter. Pos- 
sibly the traditionary practice of our Su- 
preme Court (if any has sprung up during 
the lest thirty years or s0) is peculiar 
and different from that now followed by the 
English Courts, and probably a now Judge 
from home who knew his business would Be 
puzzled to understand it, with all its omis- 
sions and irregularities, and would require a 
Registrar bred upon the spot to correct him, 
So far we do perceive some reason in the 
recommendation of our two Judges to the Go- 
vernor: but we hardly thiok that it isa reason 
to which the Imperial Government would 
accord the slightest attention, or be produs-

‘uropeans, that.one would soarcely be 
surprised to find the same thing held to be 
a virtue by the one anda vice by the 
other, At alltventa many things are per- 
mitted in Hongkong which are impractic- 
able on the other side of the harbour, many 
attractions are presented to Chinose by the 
British colonisation of thia island, and 
there is no assignable limit to the number 
of natives that may be drawn hither, If 
the British Residents go to the exponse of 
building a City Aull aud Museum ; and, 
thréugh their enterprize and skill, the 
Museum get gradually filled with abjocts of 
interest and becomes one of the “sights ;” 
to whom does that ‘institution belong? 
Have the unlimited crowds of Chineso that 
may flook to Rongkong from the maloland 
the same right to it that the British 
Residents have? In it just or wise for 
your Government to take such au instltiu- 
tion under its patronage by giving a smal’ 
apnnal contribution to it, and then to Insist 
on throwing it open to the ‘* public,” cou- 
sidering who the “ public” are? Or, sup- 
posing that all concerned are content that 
the sald “poblio” should visit the Museum 
at convenient times, would it be desirable 
for Her Majesty's Government to insist, 
from a rabid fear of class legislation, that, 
whenever the British Residents go in to 
look at thelr Museum, any number of 
colestiale, with pig-tails, and bloe amocks, 
-and clogs, should be allowed to crowd the 
lace? In the United States, separated 
rom China dy all the width of the Pacific 
Ocean, the question of admitting the Chinese 
to equal rights with other occupanta of a 
great continent has become a barning ono;

kong, and its proximity to the great and 
teeming Chincse Empire, rend:r the ques 
tion here altogether differont in kind ; and 
Tam very much miataken ff clasa legislation 
is not essential to the oontinued existence 
of Uongkong as a British Colony.
